Alert Stepped Up in Sinai 


Israelis Say Egypt Responds 
Favorably to Their Proposals 


TEL AVIV. July 22 tUFI>.— 
Egypt has responded favorably to 
at least some of the latest Israeli 
proposals for an Interim peace 
agreement In the Sinai Desert, 
government sources said today. 

Tne sources refused to be quot- 
ed and would not give detaits on 
which Israeli proposals Egypt 
answered. 

The development came as the 
army increased Its alert, status in 
the Sinai and took other pre- 
cautionary measures in response 
to Egypt's refusal to renew the 
UN peace-keeping mandate in 
the desert peninsula. Military 
censorship prevented publication 
of details about the alert pro- 
cedures. 

The UN mandate, which pro- 
vides for stationing 4.000 UN 
troops in a buffer zone between 
the Israeli and Egyptian Armies 
in the Sinai, will expire Thurs- 
day. 

Although senior officials would 
not comment directly on the 
question of the mandate, they 
were known to have expected 
that Egyptian President. Anwar 
Sadat would come up with a 
renewal plan tiiat would keep the 
UN troops in the buffer zone. 
Instead, he put off a response on 
the mandate, saying Egypt was 
studying it. 

Tsot Nervous" 

"We are not nervous about the 
possibility that the mandate 
might not- be extended," an 
Israeli source said. 

Although the army would not 
discuss the tactical aims of the 
3 lert procedures in the Sinai, 
officers on the general staff have 
said th3t removal of the UN 
troop contingent would create a 
vacuum in the buffer zone and 
the nearby strategic mountain 
passes and it would have to be 
filled. 

The newspaper Haaretz said 
that U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger probably would 
meet Israeli Ambassador Simcha 
Diniiz in Washington within the 
next dav or two to discuss 
Egypt's response to the Israeli 
peace proposals.

The 
United States closed its embassy 
here in 1972, following a series 
of incidents culminating in his 
expulsion of U.S. Marines guard- 
ing the embassy. 

"X would even welcome back 
the Marines," the President told 
the newsmen. Tire interview was 
later carried by the official 
Uganda radio. 

"I have trained thousands of 
saboteurs, who can make the sit- 
uation in Rhodesia and South. 
Africa worse than Northern Ire- 
land.*' he eaUJ. 

"They have already passed 
their training and are only wait- 
ing for the current session of the 
Organization, of African Unity to 
finish before going into action.” 


FBI Reports Rise 
Of 18 Per Cent 


In Serious Crime 


WASHINGTON. July 22 <WP1. 
■ — The FBI yesterday reported 
another increase in serious crime 
in the United States. 

In a report released by Attorney 
General Edward Leri, the FBI said 
that in the first three months of 
this year crime rose 18 per cent 
over the level of the first quarter 
of 1974. It compared with a 15- 
per-cent increase during the first 
three months of last year over 
the comparable period in 1973. 

Mr. Levi called the latest 
statistics "one of the terrifying 
facts of life which we have come 
to accept as normal and which 
we must not accept as normal.” 
He said they demonstrate the 
need for major new programs at 
all levels of government. 

The attorney general pointed 
out that serious crime for all of 
last year was up 17 per cent 
over 1S73. 

The crimes of murder, rape, 
robbery and aggravated assault 
increased IS per cent overall.

Property crimes increased by 18 
per cent, with burglary rising 20 
per cent: larccny-theft.

6 
per cent. The Northeastern states 
reported the largest increase. 21 
per cent.

BRUSSELS, July 22 itttti — 
The European Economic Commu- 
nity’s foreign ministers agreed to- 
day on the overall terms of a 
raw-materials policy in prepara- 
tion for the United Nations spe- 
cial conference in September on 
this subject. 

The meetings chairman. Italian 
Foreign Minister Mariano Rumor, 
described the agreement as “very 
constructive.” 

The 13-point strategy includ- 
ed an acceptance of the need to 
stabilise the export receipts of 
nations producing raw materials, 
special treatment for the poorest 
exporters, fair prices for their 
industrialized customer countries 
and a demand that price iluctua- 
tlcas of such primary ex-ports be 
eliminated. 

But EEC olficiala privately doubt 
whether this approach will satis- 
fy the 77 raw-matcrial-producing 
countries which will be making 
thru- own case at the UN session. 

It is still not clear whether the 
Common Market wants to nego- 
tiate with these countries on a 
product-by-product basis or 
whether the community document 
represents a “global" approach. 

The policy is open to both in- 
terpretations, which will give the 
community some negotiating 
flexibility, but presents only a 
superficially united front. 

The 77 exporting nations have 
specifically asked for what they 
call an “integrated" approach by 
the community. It was clear from 
today's dt'curaions that this will 
emerge only after being put to 
the test in the UN parley itself.

Must Pledge to Heed ‘Guidelines’ 


India Orders Self-Censorship 


For Foreign Correspondents 


NEW DELHI. July 22 (NTTi. 
— The government adopted a 
tougher position yesterday on 
news dispatches of the several 
dozen foreign correspondents who 
are here to cover the country's 
political crisis. 

Although It abolished the cen- 
soring of news articles before 
they are sent out of the country, 
the government drew up a strict 
set of “censorship guidelines'* and 
instructed the reporters, on pain 
of expulsion, to sign pledges to 
abide by the guidelines. 

A number of them, maintain- 
ing that to follow the guidelines 
would produce a one-sided picture 
of the events here, found the new 
order unacceptable, and three of 
them— two Britons and an Amer- 
ican — were expelled. 

“Tlie purpose of censorship.” 
the opening paragraph of the 
guidelines says, “is to guide and 
advise the press to guard against 
publication of unauthorized, irre- 
sponsible or demoralizing news 
items, reports, conjectures or 
rumors.” 

“Voluntary Cooperation’ 

•To this end.” it adds, “these 
guidelines are intended to enlist 
the voluntary cooperation of all 
sections of the press In main- 
taining an atmosphere conducive 
to the maintenance of public 
order, stability and economic 
growth in the country." 

Following are some of the re- 
quirements contained in the 
guidelines, as the text was inter- 
preted and elaborated on by 
Information Ministry officials: 

• In accounts of debates in 
Parliament, which reconvened 
yesterday, speakers from the gov- 
ernment party may be quoted at 
length, but speakers from the 
opposition may not be quoted at 
all 

• No references should be made 
to any of the political prisoners 
jailed by the government hi the 
last month. Their names shall 
not be mentioned. 

• “There should be no indi- 
cation in the published material 
that It has been censored.” 

• Tiie guidelines themselves 
should not be published. 

• “Nothing should be publish- 
ed which is likely to denigrate 
the institutions of the prime min- 
ister or the president.” 

Approved News 

India, which used to have a 
lively and controversial press, im- 
posed rigid censorship at the be- 
ginning of the emergency late 
last month, and since then pub- 
lications in this country have been 
printing only news approved by 
the government censors. 

But a number of foreign cor- 
respondents, including those of 
The New York Times, have been 
filing uncensored dispatches 
abroad, either by telephone or 
through regular telex channels. 

Over the last two weeks, gov- 
ernment officials here have con- 
ceded that they knew of these 
practices, but have done nothing 
to stop them. 

Yesterday's action, although 
nominally a relaxation of the 
rules, amounted to a tightening. 
In effect, they were designed to 
make the correspondents their 
own censors. Last night the gov- 
ernment was distributing among 
the foreign newsmen copier of a 
pledge which began: 

T undertake to comply with 
the government of India's cen- 
sorship guidelines for the press 
and instructions Issued there- 
under.” 

The pledges were to be signed 
by the correspondents and hand- 
ed back to the Ministry of Infor- 
mation and Broadcasting. But 
a number of the correspondents 
said that they needed time to 
consult wjth home offices in the 
United States and Britain, and 
the government granted them a 
day or so. 

Reporters Leave 

The action against the three 
man expelled was initiated orer 
the weekend, when they declined 
to promise that they would ac- 
cept the old censorship arrange- 
ment. Ministry officials told 
them yesterday that they could 
stay on if they signed the new

•No Papers. No Agitation' 

“When there are no papers, 
there is no agitation.” the Prime 
Minister said.

Newspapers 
were spreading rumors. , allega- 
tions and Inciting people into 
agitations.” 

Defending the declaration of a 
state of emergency— under which 
her government has arrested 
many of Its political opponents, 
including members of Parliament 
— Mrs. Gandhi declared: 

"Some members said that I 
proclaimed the emergency out of 
panic and fear. Panic and fear 
do not belong with my character. 
Whatever I do. I give serious 
thought coolly and calmly. The 
decisions are cold-headed.” 

Earlier, in a similar speech in 
the lower house, Mrs. Gandhi said 
that “the very summoning of 
Parliament has proved that de- 
mocracy is functioning in India.” 

But, she said, “political liberty 
and political rights exist only so 
long os political order remains. 
A state of anarchy can only lead 
to quick erosion of every freedom 
and political right of the indi- 
vidual.” 


Painful Necessity 
Hailing “the new atmosphere 
of discipline" that she said the 
emergency had brought to India, 
she urged: “Let us try to convert 
this painful necessity Into an 
opportunity to work together and 
take the country forward." 

Besides Its other business, the

Their Soyuz spaceship, which had 
spent two days linked with the 
Apollo in the first international 
space mission, landed in Russia 
yesterday. 

President Ford relayed his con- 
gratulations to Soviet party lead- 
er Leonid Brezhnev, saying he 
was confident that other joint 
missions would follow. He also 
said that he was looking forward 
ro the chance to personally con- 
gratulate Gen. Leonov and Mr. 
Kubasov. 

The U.S. astronauts announced 
this morning that the Apollo craft 
had some new passengers. 

“As. a note of extreme interest, 
we have five more new fish this 
morning," Gen. Stafford said.

Some were 
carried live into space and others, 
which were eggs when the trip 
began, are hatching. The fish are 
part of an experiment on the 
effects of space travel on de- 
veloning organisms.

Belgian Language Dispute Puts 
Wrench in Nation’s Nuclear Plans

BRUSSELS. July 22 Cl HTi .—Belgium's nuclear development 
program has run afoul of the language dispute between the 
Flemish-speaking majority and the French-speaking Walloons. 

For environmental reasons, the government has decided to 
build nuclear power stations on an island off the coast. How- 
ever. tlie entire 40-mile coastline Is in the Flemish part of the 
country. This, say Walloon leaders, gives an unfair advantage 
to workers in Flanders. 

Unemployment is much higher in the French-speaking 
south than in heavily Industrialized Flanders. 

The French-speakers demand that the government build 
two nuclear “islands," one to be run by themselves, the other 
by Flemings. 

The Dutch-speakers have ridiculed the Idea, pointing out 
that it would double the work and investment in nuclear station 
construction. 

If that is the ea&e. the Walloons replied, then a wait must 
be built across a single island to separate the two language 
groups— even though they would be working in the same plant. 

The protest leader, Deputy Jean Gol of Liege, admits his 
plan is extreme, but Insists that it is only by making such a 
demand that the Flemish can be made to see how selfish is 
their own attitude. Unless the government makes concessions, 
he says, Belgian nuclear power will not be truly national.

HOUSTON, July 22.— Dr. Ignaa 
Semmelweis. a Hungarian pioneer 
in antiseptics, held a theory that 
. once was considered peculiar: If 
hospital attendants would clean 
their hands after working on 
cadavers and before ' performing 
obstetrical work, infant mortality 
would be greatly reduced. 

Dr. Semmelweis's insistence on 
cleanliness in the 19tb century 
led to public and professional ri- 
dicule tliat drove him from Vien- 
na. It was not until 25 years ar- 
ter his death that the significance 
of his work was fully recognized. 

And so. most likely, will it be 
with the United States's manned 
exploration of outer space— an 
era of Incredible technical ad- 
vances that is to end Thursday 
when the last Apollo flight crew; 
splashes down near Hawaii- ’ 

The full significance of .that 
era may not be known for years. 
But already a spin-off of commer- 
cial products, tanging from $19-95 
pocket calculators to improved 
pacemakers for -heart- ., patients, 
has resulted from space technol- 
ogy. 

"Even If we turned off the- 
spigot right now." said / John . 
Wheeler jr„ a NASA official in- 
volved with applying space-age 
knowledge to commercial uses, 
"the technology benefits that are 
being absorbed by industry and 
the public would continue to ac- 
crue for years and years". 

Ballpoint pens that write in 
any position, miniature tape 
recorders, wheelchairs controlled 
by voice commands and computer 
systems all had their origin in 
space research. 

In its race to the moon, the 
United States wanted a lot of 
answers fast and it was willing to 
pay for them. And just as the . 
principal characters in “The 
Three Princes of Strendip" found 
more valuable discoveries tlian 
the treasure they bad set out to 
look for. the United States has 
more than moon rocks to show 
for it« space exploration, includ- 
ing: 

• A pacemaker which uses a 
rechargeable battery rather than 
nuclear-generated power and uti- 
lises many electronic and electri- 
cal components first developed 
for the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. It is made 
of extremely durable components 
and is safe from electrical inter- 
ference from sources like radar 
and microwave ovens. It is one- 
third the size and one-half the 
weight of conventional pace- 
makers. 

• A remote monitoring system 
which automatically measures air 
pollutants and handlr- data re- 
duction and interpretation. It is 
being used in New York City. 

• An efficient fire retardant 
for use in draperies, clothing, 
bedding and paint, developed as 
a result of the fire that killed 
three astronauts in 1967. 

• Semiconductors, hardly big- 
ger than a pinhead, containing 
1.000 circuits. Also, dry, spray- 
on electrode techniques permit- 
ting the taking of electrocardio- 
grams even on bumpy ambulance 
rides and tiny sensors that can 
be Inserted Into veins to measure 
blood without interfering with the 
circulation. 

The moon program probably 
produced the greatest accumula- 
tion of technical advances ever 
made in a peacetime mission. At 
the peak of the program. 420.000 
persons and 20,000 companies 
were Involved.

An FBI spokesman, informed 
of the source's account of the 
hotel-room entry, said he would 
have no comment and referred 
to remarks made by Clarence 
Kelley, the FBI director, at a 
recent news conference.

For India Itself, and lor the long term 
generally, the i mmin ent institutionalization 
of Indira Gandhi’s authoritarianism by Par- 
liament is the most significant issue of the 
moment. But both as a characterization of 
that authority and as a means of distorting 
It to the world outside, the press regulations 
imposed on foreign correspondents have 
great impact. For under them, India would 
be seen only as Mrs. Gandhi wanted it to 
be seen — through the looking glass, so to 
speak. 

Many foreign correspondents refuse to fol- 
low Mrs. Gandhi’s guidelines, which impose 
upon them the responsibility for creating an 
Indian image favorable to the new regime. 
Censorship is bad enough but self-censor- 
ship. with the threat of expulsion hovering 
over the writer who falls to observe the one- 
sided rules and a gnawing knowledge that 
to follow those rules is to be the servant of 
those who had set them up is worse. 

Official India has long been sensitive to 
criticism in the foreign press — a character- 
istic of many new states. India has been in 
-the situation of arousing extremes of sen- 
- timentality and denigration abroad — and of 
taking the sentimentality for granted and 
becoming extremely hurt by the denigration. 
What once found expression in carefully 
scrutinizing the credentials of visiting Jour- 
nalists has now been set down hi & very 
tough code. 

That this Is bad for the outside world, 
which will find itself groping through a fog 


in trying to appraise the. conduct of what 
used to be called the world's largest democ- 
racy. a great central fact In Asia, needs no 
emphasis. But it will also be bad for India. 

What the opposition could once say openly 
about the government, and have its words 
tested and contested, will now be leaked 
through neighboring states, and. probably, 
printed in its crudest and most exaggerated 
form. India's friends in the Kremlin, who 
are still wrestling with internal dissen t, 
could tell Mrs. Gandhi of the rumor mills 
of Riga that once gave the outside world 
their own tales of the Bolshevik Revolution, 
of underground lines of communication that 
still do so, of defectors who present their 
own black pictures In contrast to the arti- 
ficial whites of official journalism. 

As an instrument of state control, this 
system may be effective, although the Rus- 
sian experience does not offer any hope of 
that democracy through order which Mrs. 
Gandhi says is her objective for India. But 
as a means of creating the kind of view of 
India that Mrs. Gandhi would like to see 
projected across the world, it simply will not 
work. And the cost In dimini shed intel- 
lectual vitality and the kind of necessary 
constructive criticism that any government 
must have if it is to function well will be 
staggeringly high. Only a fictional Alice 
could pass through the looking glass Into 
wonderland; Mrs. Gandhi is real: India is 
real, and for them to -try to pass through 
glass would only shatter it and wound them. 


PortugaLThe Army vs. the People 


One thing shin es dearly through the con- 
fusion of Portugal today. The military 
clique which took power 18 months ago in 
the name of the people Is betraying the 
people. In elections last April, the demo- 
cratic forces led by the Socialists and their 
allies took 63 per cent of the vote; the Com- 
munists. who have hitched their wagon to 
the Armed Forces Movement, took 12 per 
cent; the military itself got the equivalent 
of 7 per cent. Thus repudiated, the military 
turned on those who had embarrassed it. It 
stole the Socialists' newspaper. Republics, 
turning it over to its Communist printers. 
It then decided to set up a system of 
“People's Committees.’' which would be top- 
ped by the military and manipulated by the 
Communists, to replace the political parties. 
These steps left the Socialists and their 
allies no choice but to resign from the civil- 
ian Cabinet, which the Armed Forces Move- 
ment had controlled in any case, and to 
take their cause — democracy— directly to the 
people in large rallies. This newly militant 
tactic has produced a series of physical and 
political conflicts with both the military and 
the Communists. That’s what the recent 
news has been about. 

Where will it all end? One current theory 
is that out of the political chaos, the break- 
down of law, the tremendous economic ero- 
sion in Portugal and the expected immi- 
nent explosion in Angola (where a quarter- 
million. Portuguese are hostage to a war 
among rival nationalists), •'moderates’’ with- 
in the Armed Forces Movement will emerge 
and somehow rescue the nation. The con- 
trary theory is that these same conditions 
will produce an open and outright dictator- 
ship of the ’left. That Moscow’s hand In 
Lisbon seems to be a helping one rather than 
a controlling one does not offer much com- 


fort. "Detente” may keep the Soviet Union 
from conspicuously subverting a state in 
West Europe but would not require It to 
reject an opportunity to discreetly help 
create a satellite there. One interesting 
consequence of such a further lunge left- 
ward in Portugal could well be a strengthen- 
ing of secessionist tendencies in the Azores. 
whose people stand apart from the turmoil 
in Lisbon and have deep ties with kin in 
the United States. But Moscow might 
regard an American-oriented Azores inde- 
pendence movement as an acceptable price 
to endure for the consolidation of Commu- 
. nist power in Portugal proper. 

Whether the other nations of the West can 
find an acceptable and effective way to in- 
fluence events in Portugal is all too proble- 
matical and there appears little that the, 
United States can do either to block a leftist 
dictatorship or keep Portugal a useful mem- 
ber of NATO. The close ties of the United 
States with the old rightist dictatorship, and 
the current incapacitation of the CIA’s for- 
eign operations branch, ensure a hands-off 
stand. But other European states, and espe- 
cially those with Important Socialist parties 
either In or out of power, have a much greater 
degree of legitimate access. They should 
realize that It is now. before Portugal hard- 
ens perhaps irretrievably into a military- 
Communlst mold, that their available lever- 
age ought to be brought to bear. Portugal’s 
fellow Europeans will bear the heaviest, bur- 
den of any such development. They should 
be losing no opportunity to speak out in 
favor of their Portuguese friends and make 
clear that the various benefits of political, 
economic and military association with the 
West are not going to be available to a 
Communist -controlled Portuguese govern- 
ment In Lisbon.

2 Witnesses' 
Describe Plot 
In Greek Trial 

ATHENS. July 22 (UPI>— De- 
fendants shouted denials at the 
first prosecution witness today 
in the trial or 21 former army 
officers accused of plotting to 
topple the democratic govern- 
ment established a year ago. 

The witness, army Maj. Nicko- 
laos Tsangarakis. told the six- 
man military tribu.ia! that the 
alleged conspirators said they had 
the support or deposed King Con- 
stantine. the Greek Orthodox 
Church and a former premier. 

The defendants yelled denials 
at him. and defense attorneys 
asked that he be detained for 
perjury. But the next prosecu- 
tion witness said Maj. Tsanga- 
rakis spoke the truth. 

Plot Reported 

Lt. Gen. Costas Kritikos. com- 
mander of C Army Corps in 
northern Greece, testified, “Tsan- 
garakis called from Larissa [east- 
ern Greece] and reported he was 
approached by the plotters. I 
instructed him to stay with tlie 
plot and to report how lt devel- 
oped.” 

The defendants are accused of 
seeking to return Greece to a 
military role in NATO, to curb 
Communist party activities in 
Greece and to free leaders of 
the deposed military dictatorship 
currently jailed and awaiting trial 
for high treason and violation 
of the Greek Constitution. 

The indictment said they plan- 
ned to use force during a period 
of army mobilization, an offense 
punishable by death by firing 
squad. 

69 Arrested 

The 21 defendants were among 
69 army officers arrested Feb. 24. 
the day Greece announced it had 
foiled a plot to overthrow Pre- 
mier Constantine Carainanlis's 
government. 

Forty-six were later released. 
The alleged conspiracy leaders. 
Brig. Gen. D unitrios loonnidis. 
former strong man and military 
police and Col. Dimitrios 

Papapostolou will be tried by a 
civilian court, because they al- 
ready were retired from the army 
in February. 

Maj. Tsangarakis testified that 
a defendant. Brig. Gen. George 
Lambousis, said at a meeting of 
the alleged conspirators, “We 
have secured the support of the 
royalists.” 

East Germans Free 
Errant Fisherman 

X.UENEBURG,. West Germany.

Home of Editor of Le Monde 
Blasted by Bomb; NoOne Hurt 


PARIS, July 22 (IHTj. — A small 
bomb exploded early today at tlie 
home of Jacques Fauvet, editor- 
in-chief of Le Monde. The at- 
tack was similar to tlie one last 
month that claimed the life of 
Bernard Cabanes. a news editor 
for Ag exice Francc-Fresse. 

There were no injuries. Mr. 
Fauvet, who was in Bucharest, 
returned to Paris today after the 
bombing. 

The attack occurred amid 
persisting tension in Paris over 
the continuing strike at the 
Paris! en Libere. which has led 
to several 24-hour newspaper 
shutdowns over the last several 
months. Only today. KHumanite, 
the Communist daily, published 
two front-page articles condemn- 
ing government and publishers' 
policies, which it said were lead- 
ing to new layoffs of printers' 
union members. 

This morning's bomb blew in 
part of the front door of the 
Fauvet apartment, as had the 
bomb that killed Mr. Cabanes. 
The Cabanes bombing appeared 
to be a case of mistaken identity, 
as authorities believe that a man 
with the same name, Bernard 
Cabanes, of the Parisien Libere, 
was the intended victim. 

Shortly after the Fauvet blast, 
a call to a local radio st ation said 
that the bombing was the" work 
of the “Committee to Liberate 
the Press from Big Capital and 
Co mmun ism.”

Helen Lamb Dies; 
Wife of War Foe 
Corliss Larnont 

NEW YORK, July 22 (NYT.>. — 
Helen Lamb Lament, 69, an 
economist, author and educator 
and the wife of author Corliss 
Larnont. died yesterday of cancer.

Toronto Talks 

Possible Presence 
Of PLO Is Opposed

OTTAWA, July 22 (NYT». — 
Canada has asked the United 
Nations to postpone an interna- 
tional conference on crime and 
penology that had been schedul- 
ed to open in Toronto in Septem- 
ber. The request followed a con- 
troversy here over the possible 
presence of an observer delegation 
from the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization. 

The fifth UN Congress on the 
Prevention of Crime and the 
Treatment of Offenders was 
scheduled to be held Sept. 1 to 
12 , with about 2,000 delegates ex- 
pected. 

Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau's Cabinet, the Parliament 
and the public have been deeply 
divided on the question of al- 
lowing a Palestinian delegation 
into tbe country. 

Yesterday, after weeks of de- 
bate by the Cabinet, Secretary 
of State for External Affairs Allan 
MacEachen announced in the 
House of Commons that he had 
advised UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim that “Canada 
does not wish to proceed” with 
the conference this year. 

The secretary reminded Com- 
mons that the invitation to hold 
the meeting in Toronto had been 
issued in 1970, more than four 
years before the General As- 
sembly invited the PLO to attend 
UN gatherings. 

Mr. MacEachen recalled that 
Canada had voted against the 
resolution admitting the PLO to 
UN conferences and added that 
Canada “wlH resist any attempt 
to exclude Israel or any other 
country from the proceedings of 
the General Assembly." 

Moroccan Unit Seized 

MADRID. July 22 iAP».— Mili- 
tary sources at El Aaiun, the 
Spanish Sahara’s capital city, said 
Spanish troops captured a Moroc- 
can patrol as it crossed into 
Saharan territory today. It was 
the second such incident in the 
Sahara in six weeks. 


DALLAS, Texas, July 32 (AP*. 
—Seven men. including two sons 
of the late Dallas oil billionaire 
B.L. Hunt, have been indicted by 
a federal grand jury here on 
charges of conspiracy and ob- 
struction of justice. 

The indictment alleges that 
Nelson Bunker Hunt. Herbert 
Hunt, four Dallas lawyers and a 
retired Houston Industrialist paid 
witnesses to go to prison and keep 
quiet about illegal wiretapping of 
Hunt employees by the Hunts. 

The nine -count indictment was 
returned last night, a few hours 
berore the grand jury’s term ex- 
pired. 

Also named in the indictment 
were Percy Foreman. Ralph 
Shank. Charles Tessmer and BJL 
Timmins jr„ all Dallas lawyers, 
and Edward Hudson, retired pres- 
ident of Hudson. Engineering 
Corp. of Houston. 

SI ,250 a Month 

The indictment alleges that a 
prospective witness, Jon Kelly, was 
promised by the Hunts. Mr. Tess- 
mer and Mr. Shank in October, 
1971, and again the following 
month that he would be paid 
$1250 for each month he spent 
in prison If he did not testify 
against the Hunts. 

A similar offer was made in 
October, 1971, to another wit- 
ness, Patrick McCann, the indict- 
ment said. 

The indictment charged that 
during the first two months of 
1372, the Hunt brothers, Mr. 
Shank, Mr. Hudson and Mr. 
Foreman entered into an agree- 
ment that Mr. Foreman would be 
paid $100,000 to keep Kelly and 
a third witness, W.J. Everett, 
silent about the wiretapping. 

Mr. Everett earlier had been 
offered $600 for each month in 
prison in exchange for his silence, 
according to the indictment. 

Two Convicted 

Kelly 3Dd McCann were con- 
victed of wiretapping Hunt em- 
ployees and were each sentenced 
to three years in prison. They are 
free pending appeal. 

The Hunt brothers were indict- 
ed on wiretapping charges after 
Kelly and McCann were ordered 
by a federal court to testify about 
who hired them to do the Illegal 
wiretapping. 

Tbe conspiracy charges carry 


maximum penalties of live years 
in prison and $10,000 in fines for 
each defendant. Obstruction of 
justice carries a maximum of five 
years in prison and a $5,000 fine. 

Mr. Tessmer was also indicted 
on two counts of lying to the 
grand jury. Conviction would 
carry a maximum sentence of live 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine. 

Mail Cost Rise 
Expected in U.S. 

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP). 
—A new labor agreement for the 
nation's postal workers is expect- 
ed to contribute to an increase in 
the cost of mailing a letter be- 
fore the end of the year. 

The new contract, tentatively 
agreed to yesterday, averted 
the possibility of a strike by the 
nation's 600.000 postal workers. 
Details of the settlement were nob 
announced but the postal unions 
won a major victory, retention of 
a no-layoff clause. 

“The wages which we pay 
postal workers is one element of 
our costs. They're going to go 
up.” Postmaster General Benja- 
min Bailor said.

'Shampoo’ — Breezy, Bawdy and Fun

T ONDON, July 22 

■■Shampoo ' 1 i.at the Odeon 
Haymaricetj is as entertaining a 
comedy as Hollywood has pro- 
duced in a long time. 

This breezy, bawdy film, though 
*®t in the movie colony, is not 
concerned with motion pictures, 
except obliquely in one minor 
instance. A hair-stylist in 
a Beverly Hills beauty parlor 
discovers he is catnip to women 
and seeks to advance himself 
through the affect-ions of his 
affluent, bored and idle clients. 
Soon he is enmeshed in embar- 
rassing' complications. 

This is the sort of frisky sex 
farce that Avery Hopwood, au- 
thor of "Getting Gertie's Garter." 
might hare tossed off if it had 
not been far the censors of his 
day. In this permissive age. no 
act is too audacious, no word 
too bold, to be excluded. 

The high moment of the hilar- 
ity occurs In a fashionable res- 
taurant where the dramatis per- 
sonae are watching toe televised 
returns of the first Nixon elec- 
tion. The formality of the oc- 
casion is upset when a drunken 
woman makes a crude announce- 
ment of her Immediate desire 
and disappears under the table. 
Hal Ashby, the director of 
''Harold and Maude." has staged 


this sequence with its broad, con- 
trasts to evoke Rabelaisian guf- 
faws. Throughout, he maintains 
an exhilarating tempo. 

The intrigues are as intricate 
as those of the Restoration 
comedies and. of a similar amo- 
rality and gusto.

As is usual with vehicles design- 
ed by stars, there is an element 
of an ego trip, but it is an 
exceedingly merry Jauut most of 
the way. Beatty as the chunky 
coiffeur. Julie Christie, Goldie 
Hawn and Lee Grant, as his 
conquests, and Jack Warden, as 
the aggressive businessman, 
match their assignments ideally.

In "Royal Plash" 'at the Odeon

••It has not been the kind of 
embarrassing; situation for me 
that I reared it might be.” she 
said. *Tve been very pleasantly 
surprised.” 

On her more recent trips, she 
added, it has not been unusual 
for a burnoose-cloaked official 
to lean toward, her and murmur 
how he has' sent his daughters 
abroad to school and hopes they 
can ultimately assume government 
or technical jobs in their coun- 
try. 

Uncertain Route 

. When Robin Cleary went to 
work for the federal government 
last year, breaking down Arabian 
cultural barriers against women 
was the last thing on her mind. 
She started out in the Treasury 
Department's congressional rela- 
tions office and then became 
"special assistant'' to Assistant 
Treasury Secretary Gerald Farsky. 
who heads a little-noticed govern- 
ment effort aimed at increasing 
business, financial and technical 
ties between the United States 
and leading oil-producing coun- 
tries. 

As a “special assistant" fche 
had embarked upon, an uncertain 
route by which some newcomers 
to government— men as well as 
women — move into dull and 
routine areas of responsibility, 
while others work their way 
quickly into positions of influence. 

In Miss Cleary's case, her job 
has evolved into an influential one. 
partly because of her ability and 
partly because of Mr. Parsky's at- 
titude. 

Mr. Parsky. once a special as- 
sistant himself, argues that when 
used correctly, such jobs can be 
excellent training grounds. For 
more than a year. Mr. Farsky 
spent 16-hour days at the side of 
■William Simon, managing Mr. 
Simon's schedule as federal ener- 
gy chief, fielding queries from 
Congress and the press, and serv- 
ing as Mr. Simon's alter ego In 
a variety of administrative roles. 

As a result, when Mr. Simon 
became Treasury secretary last 
year, he made Mr. Fnrsky an as- 
sistant secretary, a s38.000-a-yenr 
policymaking post that no one 
as young as Mr. Parsky. then 31. 
had ever before occupied hi the 
Treasury. 

“Readiness for responsibility is 
not determined by age,” Mr. Par- 
sky contends. “Ercpcrlence is im- 
portant. and experience usually 
comes with age. But young peo- 
ple are more likely to show creativ- 
ity and they often have a lot 
more energy than iheir elders." 

Most Qualified 

When the tune came to pick Ins 
own assistant. Mr. Parsky decided 
that sex did not matter any more 
than age. "Robin was the most 


qualified person for the job," he 
said. "She was intelligent, very 
interested in what we were doing, 
and willing to work very hard.’* 

For Miss Cleary, working hard 
has meant— when she is not 
traveling — being at her desk by. 
8:15 in the morning and leaving 
when the last task is done — 
usually 12 to 13 hours later, some- 
times not until midnight. Satur- 
days she works 9 to 5, she also 
works most Sunday afternoons. 

At first the job was little more 
than an internship. Miss Cleary 
went almost everywhere Mr. Pa 1 -- 
sky did. sitting in on his meet- 
ings, reading his ccrresnondence, 
saying little and absorbing a lot. 

But gradually she took on ad- 
ministrative duties: suggesting 
action on government memos and 
replying to queries from the 
public, helping Mr. Parsky decide 
what meetings to attend and 
substituting for him as deputy 
assistant secretary, a $36,000 post. 
Miss Cleary's own salary, after a 
recent raise, is $21,318. 

A Program 

Miss Cleary's introduction to 
the Middle East and its ahti- 
ferainist traditions came when 
Mr. Parsky was given command 
of the program ' aimed at in- 
creasing UJS. ties with Arab oil 
countries. 

. Under tlio program, Mr. Parity 
has brought together specialists 
from the State, Treasury. Com- 
merce and Transportation De- 
partments to provide technical 
assistance to these countries, in 
seme cases, as with Saudi Arabia 
and Iran, special joint commis- 
sions have been set up where 
UB. and foreign officials can 
exchange information. In others, 
Mr. Parsley and Ills aides have 
arranged for less formal contacts 
. with V£. technologists and busi- 
nessmen. 

The objectives: to accelerate in- 
dustrialization in these countries; 
making them better customers 
for u.S. exports, and to expand 
the number and variety of per- 
sonal contacts between their cit- 
izens and Americans, thereby 
helping calm the hypertense at- 
mosphere that currently sur- 
rounds relations between the 
United States and the oil pro- 
ducers. 

As Mr. Pawky began to im- 
merse himself in the problems 
of tills program, so did Miso 
Cleary. 

When he was planning his first 
trip to the Middle Ea-st. she ashed 
him ally he was only going to 
countries with which joint com- 
missions were being set up. Be- 
sides Saudi Arabia, she argued, 
other Arabian oil producers were 
important — particularly Kuwait, 
perhaps the most financially 
sophisticated of the Arab states.

When it became clear that 
journeys to the Middle East were 
going to become a regular part 
of Mr. Parsky's routine, he de- 
cided that Miss Cleary had be- 
come too important a member of 
his staff to be left behind. 

Miss Cleary admits she was ap- 
prehensive as she left on the first 
trip. But on arriving in Riyadh, 
she felt an Immediate kinship. 

"The first thing I thought Of 
was Palm Springs l Calif.)," she 
recalls. "There weren't any goif 
courses, or course, but it was the 
same dry lieat. the desert, the 
open air. People have land around 
them. They're not crowded in." 

Etablisbing that kinship was 
not easy. It was not until her 
last day in Saudi Arabia, on that 
first trip, that she was invited 
to an official function. And the 
Saudis tended to ignore her when 
she was with the C.S. party at 
less formal meetings. 

But she worked at becoming ac- 
cepted. She took care to wear 
dresses that covered the knee and 
her clothes were aU high -necked 
and long-sleeved. 

When Arabian officials visited 
Washington, temporarily doffing 
their burnooses for Western busi-

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Multinationals 9 Dollar Sales 
Fed ’73 Crisis , Study Says 

WASHINGTON, July 22 (Wp).— A Senate report says 
multinational corporations contributed to the monetary crisis 
before the second official dollar devaluation in 1973 and in 
doing so were a partial cause of the 20-per-cent inflation in 
1973-74. 

The report by the Senate multinational corporations sub- 
committee was based on questionnaires sent to *'a small but 
significant sample" of 56 companies. 

The report said that in anticipation of President Nixon’s 
second dollar devaluation on Feb. 12. 1973, the corporations 
made a major shift in assets and accounts receivable from 
dollars to deutsshe marks. Swiss francs, yen and Dutch guilders 
—all of wiiich benefited from the dollar devaluation. 

"Liquid arsets denominated in strong currencies rose by 
73 per cent in the Jan. 31, 1973. report from the year earlier," 
the Senate report issued yesterday said. “At the same time, 
their. Eurodollar holdings fell by 16.5 per cent... it seems un- 
likely that the anticipation of a devaluation of the dollar, did 
not play a part in these transfers of funds, which in turn 
intensified the growing currency crisis 

By moving from dollars to other currencies, multinational 
corporations contributed to the dollar's weakness at a critical 
period, the report concluded. 


Flow of OPEC Cash to U.S. 
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WASHtNGTON, July 22 lAP- 
DJ>. — The flow cf surplus oil rev- 
enues to the United States has 
slowed considerably this year, 
largely the result of smaller sur- 
pluses being gathered by the oil 
producers themselves, a senior 
Treasury Department official 
said today. 

An estimated S2.25 billion has 
been invested here by the mem- 
bers of tiie Oganisation of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC* during the first half— 
about 9 per cent of the esti- 
mated S24 billion surplus they at> 

■ cumulated during this period. 

Assistant Treasury Secretary 
Gerald Parsky, testifying before 
tlie Senate subcommittee on in- 
ternational finance, estimated 
that the total OPEC surplus this 
year would be about 25 per cent 
below , the 1974 figure at around 
$45 billion. 

He said he would be surprised 
if as much as $3 billion of this 
money is put into long-term in- 
. strum ents in. the private cor- 
porate and real estate sectors 
this year.' 

Mr. Parsky said this year's 
figures compared with an OPEC 
investment in the. United States 
of around 20 per cent of their 
surplus last jwr. 

He said an estimated $10-25 bil- 
lion of this year's first-half sur- 
plus had gone into the Euro- 
dollar market. $750 million into 
direct - British investment and 
525 billion in direct investment . 
to the developed countries. 

Iran, which is reported to be 
in and out of a deal to finance 
Pan American World Airways, 
will not have a significant 1 
amount of surplus funds for long- 
. term Investments abroad and may 
wind up as a net borrower within 
a year, Mr. Parsky said. 

Iran will not be interested in

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ably concentrate investments to 
companies which can help it ex- 
pand its domestic industrial base 
by providing access to foreign 
products, more technology, man- 
power skills and resources of a 
portfolio nature. 

Outlining investment prospects 
of other OPEC nations. Mr. 
Parsky. said only Kuwait, the 
Gulf states and Saudi Arabia will 
acquire substantially more money 
then they can use domestically. 

He said Kuwait wants to par- 
ticipate in ' U.S. equity markets 
and has little interest In obtain- 
ing controlling interests in exist- 
ing firms, while Abu Dhabi has 
said it would Invest up to 15 per 
cent of available funds in real 
estate. 

Saudi Arabia has adopted a 
Strategy that emphasises steady 
dividend payments, earnings in- 
creases and diversification, he 
said, and it Is unlikely that the 
government would invest more 
than 5 per cent to any single 
company. 

Air. Parsky said the adminis- 
tration does not feel accumula- 
tions of wealth by oil producing 
nations pose a threat to U.S. 
economic interests and said exist- 
ing laws are sufficient to forego 
any such possibility. 

"Free market forces will direct 
worldwide capital flows in the 
most productive way" to benefit 
our economy, he said. 
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The special charge included 
the estimated operating loss that 
Xerox expects from computer 
operations in this year's second 
half. However. Peter McColough, 
chairman, said that eliminating 
the computer operating losses 
will not be enough to prevent 
neb income in the third and 
fourth quarters from slipping 
from the like 1974 periods. 

Xerox said it expects profit 
from, continuing operations, 
principally copiers and duplica- 
tors, in all of 1975 to show “a 
modest decline" from 1974's rec- 
ord net income of $331.1 million, 
or $4.18 a share. 

Mr. McColough noted that this 
was a more pessimistic appraisal 
of the company's outlook than 
the one he gave at the annual 
meeting May 15. Then, he look- 
ed for declines to profit in the 
third or fourth quarters, or both, 
and - c "'d that Xerox “probably 
will j able to show little, if 
any, p. j£it growth over 1974." 

Mr. McColough cited world- 
wide inflation and recer-ion for 
his revised outlook. Other con- 
straints on Xerox products in- 
cluded higher interest costs to 
finance investments in rental 
equipment, inventories plant and 
associated equipment. Domestic 
orders for copiers and duplicators 
are "very much softer" than ex- 
pected, he said, while order rates 


abroad, although “soft," are com- 
paratively good. 

Despite the $910 million that 
Xerox issued in common stock — 
9,989,091 shares valued then at 
about $91 each — for Scienti ; 
Data Systems, the burden of the 
computer business was relatively 
light. Basic computer revenue 
was only about 2 per cent of 
Xerox's total revenue of $3.58 
billion In 1974. And the con- 
tinuing operating losses that be- 
gan in 1970 did not prevent 
Xerox from showing on average 
annual increase in profit of 16 
per cent to the past six years.

that continued fiscal restraint is 
needed. 

Treasury Secretary William Si- 
mon. noting that the consumer 
price index figures “are likely to 
bounce around a good deal in the 
coming months." said the uptrend 
shows inflationary pressures re- 
main serious. 

The Labor Department said the 
overall consumer price index stood 
at 160.6 in June, compared with 
the 1967 average of 100. meaning 
that toe average cost of the same 
quantity of goods increased from 
$100 In 1967 to $160.60 last month. 

Year’s Increase Is ■*" 

Food prices increased 1.5 per 
cent, the biggest Jump since last 
September, and gasoline prices 
rose 3 per cent. 

For the 12-month period end- 
ing in June, consumer prices in- 
creased 9.3 per cent. 

On a more optimistic note, the 
Commerce Department reported 
that fresh orders for durable 
goods Increased in June for the 
third month in a row. 

Orders last month increased 
$357 million, or 0A per cent, to a 
seasonally-adjusted $39.54 billion. 

The increase was below the 

3.1 per cent rise to May and the 

9.2 per cent April surge. 

Durable Goods Orders Up 

Last month's increase was due 
chiefly to a $123 million, rise in 
orders for transportation equip- 
ment, a $133 million increase in 
machinery bookings and a $119 
million advance in primary metals 
orders. 

Despite the increase in new 
orders last month they continued 
to lag behind shipments so that 
unfilled orders continued to de- 
cline.

This is a large claim for an artist 
whose work was passed over In 
silence by such eminences as 
Jolin Buskin and Roger Fry. but 
it will not come as any surprise 
to those who have followed the 
fortunes of the Stubbs revival in 
recent years. Both in the sales 
room and in the seminar room, 
this unlikely contemporary of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds and Thomas 
Gainsborough now looms as a 
major figure, and the history of 
13 th-century English painting has 
been accordingly revised.

Then you have the fop horse of 
the moment. Damascus, who was 
very largely American, and Grau- 
stark. the second top of the list, 
who is a Ribot. who was Italian. 
So you see how everything is very 
international, at the top.” 

Livingston acknowledged the 
outstanding success enjoyed over- 
seas by American bloodstock in 
recent seasons. He clings, how- 
ever, to the belief that English 
and Irish stock have a special 
quality necessary to the con- 
tinued improvement of the breed. 

"Tlie American foundation has 
been developed through a verv 
hard racing program," he said. 
"But I do believe there is a sort 
of magic to England and Ire- 
land. for retaining quality. Some- 
times horses bred in the sun- 
shine here, and also in Australia, 
are fine strong horses. Eut it 
you don't infuse the bloodline 
from England and Ireland, they 
will, in future generations, lose 
the quality in their conforma- 
tion. If you do, they become 
stronger, coarser horses." 

Perhaps that is why the En- 
glish emphasis continues to be 
on the American lines offering 
greater stamina. 

"To generalize dangerously, 
that is what we're looking for.” 
Livingston said. “That, and 
grass ability, although grass abil- 
ity is less ’easy to discern in a 
pedigree.’’

to Northern Ireland, which lias 
already beaten it. 1-0. in Belfort. 

With Daajic, who missed all the 
Nations Cup matches this year 
through injury, and Katalins ki .

favored Yugoslavia. But the 
Yugoslav fashion, having once 
let a player go. is not to recall 
bun for international matches:

In short — because brevity, my 
fellow Transylvanians, is not only 
the soul of wit but also the 
essence of Transylvanianism — in 
short.

No! Those castles are great 
Transylvanian castles. 

And what makes Transylvan- 
ian castles the greatest castles 
the world has ever seen? 

Cobwebs. 

Transylvanian cobwebs. 

Crime in the crypts has been 
sharply reduced. No longer does 
the decent, humble, hard-working 
Transylvanian citizen get into 
his coffin at dawn in mortal fear 
that some vicious lovable old 
professor may Invade bis castle 
during the day and drive a stake 
through his heart. 

Thanks to my appointment of 
that great Transylvanian. Bat- 
man. to replace the antiquated 
police and court system — & sys- 
tem whose permissiveness had 
made Transylvania, the laughing 
stock of the universal movie 
lots — thanks to that appointment, 
I say, mirrors, stakes ana lovable 
old professors no longer last very 
long in Transylvania. 

Finally, Transylvania's great- 
ness demands harmony ‘among all 
great Transylvanians . To secure 
that harmony I have traveled 
tirelessly to bring together such 
great Transylvanians as Gov. 
Dracufeller. former Gov. John 
B. Conula. jr. f and Vice-President 
Dr&gnewla. 

And now I must inform you, 
my fellow Transylvanians, that 
our great Transylvanian Weather 
Bureau tells me the sun Is about 
to rise. And that sun. I am told, 
my friends, is a great Transyl- 
vanian sun. Good morning and 
sweet Transylvanian dreams to 
you all.

The Treacherous Paradise in Belgium 


By J an Sjoby 

■\^TBR VEERS, Belgium <IHT'.— The 1.200- 
~ odd Friends of the "Moor”— Les Amis 
de la Pagne — are celebrating the organiza- 
tion's 40th anniversary this year. They 
have something to celebrate: four decades 
of lobbying on all levels have paid off in 
saving a stretch of virgin land from culti- 
vation. Industrialization and commerciali- 
zation. 

Les Hautes Fagnes — the High Moors — 
running along most of the Belgo-German 
border constitute an unusual natural phe- 
nomenon. It is the last and highest rise 
of the Ardennes, untouched, with a few 
notable exceptions, by human hands and 
feet since it reappeared from under the 
receding glacier of the last Zee Age, some 
15,000 years ago. 

It is a high plateau, mainly peat-bog 
moor, though some patches of scrawny 
woods may be encountered from time to 
time. The open spaces are sparsely dotted 
with dwarfed Norwegian pine. 

From a car window most of the land 
looks a desolate plain, intensively green In 
the summer, white in the winter. But the 
view from the car window is deceptive. A 
closer look reveals that the “plain" is made 
up of tufts of marshgrass, with bright 
green moss in between, crisscrossed by 
rivulets and dotted with tiny ponds and 
small lakes. The peat bed underneath 
reaches depths, in places, up to 30 feet. 

The climate is inclement by human 
standards but apparently just right for 
hardier species of fauna and flora. The 
area abounds in wildlife, ranging from 
hart and roebuck through wild boar and 
wildcat, to weasels and rats. The last 
wolves in the area were sighted and shot 
as late as 1870. 

Some 120 species of birds have been 
observed, nesting or merely resting. 

It is a paradise for a botanist; a number 
of sub-boreal. Alpine and Arctic species, 
several growing nowhere else in Europe, 
can be found. In the marshy parts of the 
moors one may spot the reddish leaves of 
the Drosera. Fossilized pollen from now 
extinct plants has been found by palaeo- 
bioioglsts. 


The High Moors have provided a haven 
not only for sturdy animals and plants: 
Sturdy rnanans have found refuge there 
as well. In many of the mini-lakes that 
dot Les Hautes Fagnes. archaeologists have 
found traces of prehistoric settlements, 
built on pilings in the middle of the lakes. 

When Caesar's legions pushed the Belgae 
—the bravest of the Gauls— out of then- 
traditional tribal lands, the Eburoni (the 
bravest of the Belgae i headed for the High 
Moors and held out for seven years though 
the Romans built a military road, the Via 
Mansuerlca. across the moors. Only a 
small part of the road has been excavated 
but its course may still be traced by the 
row of ancient oaks— saplings, presumably, 
in Caesar's days — that lined it. 

A couple of millennia later, during the 
two German occupations, the Fagnes 
provided hideouts for members of . the 
Resistance movements. 

The moors are dangerous and local au- 
thorities caution hikers. It is wise to dress 
warmly even in the summer and put on 
rubber boots. A detailed map and a 
compass are highly recommended, as fog 
may roll in at any time. Along with the 
scattered pines, numerous crosses mark 
the spots where lost wanderers have suc- 
cumbed to chill and exhaustion. 

Most pathetic of all is the “Lovers' Cross." 
• La Croix des Fiances) marking the spot 
where two young lovers died in 1871 while 
attempting to cross the moor. When the 
bodies were found there was a tag pinned 
to the dress of the girl: "Marie is dead 
and I am dying." 

In the winter, when a foot or more of 
snow may cover the treacherous land, local 
authorities .strongly advise a hiker to hire 
a local guide. 

The highest point of the Fagn&s. and In 
Belgium, is Signal ae Botxange, rising 2.255 
feet above sea level. The center, however, 
is the Earaque Micbei. a few miles to the 
northwest. The original baroque was built 
in 1798 by one Michel Sclimitz who had 
lost his wsy in the wilderness, and prom- 
ised God tJiat.. if he came out alive, he 
would build a hut to shelter lost travelers. 
He found his way out and kept his prom- 
ise; building a modest lodge, with stables. 


bam and paddock. In 1827. a bell tower 
was added, ringing all night and in the 
day zs well if the fog was in. The original 
shelter burned down but Sclunitz's descen- 
dants replaced it with a cheerful inn and 
the function of the old bell has been taken 
over by the bells of the nearby Fischbach 
Chapel. 

Les Hautes Fagnes was declared a 
national park in 1808, whatever that may 
have meant in the days of King Louis 
Bonaparte. Today, however, it means a 
national recreation area where visitors are 
welcome, provided they tread warily and 
speak softly so as not to upset the sensitive 
denizens of the area, and leave flowers and 
greener; alone. The Friends of the Mcors 
have acted as vigilantes since 2935. and 
each year they muster squads of volunteers 
to clean up after thoughtless tourists who. 
despite all the pleading, leave garbage 
behind. 

In 1957, the Friends won their first major 
battle: They got King Baudouin to sign 
a decree making more than 3.000 acres of 
the area around the Baroque MirheJ a 
natural reserve, accessible only to scholars 
and serious students of the life sciences and 
mineralogy. The reserve has since been 
extended to include an area of 9.885 acres, 
splintered in numerous enclaves, within the 
232 square miles of the park. 

The Pare Nature! des Hautes Fagnes has 
in recent years established close contacts 
with the Naturpark Noraeifel on the other 
side of the German border and the animals 
move freely across the border. “We don't 
really have a border any more,*' said the 
spokesman for the Friends. “We try to do 
our part in creating a united Europe.*' 

“We have gained considerable ground in 
the past 40 years," he continued, “but the 
battle isn't over. We continue to fight, via 
private or public channels, to extend the 
acreage of Hie reserves. We don't dis- 
courage tourists from visiting the -park. 
We merely want them to realize that they 
are guests in a unique biome and we want 
them to be well-behaved guests." 

The Friends of the Moors are celebrating 
their 40th anniversary with an amply 
illustrated album, to be in bookstores later 
this year.
